“Strays” Are Due to Sun
Spots—“_till Take Year

[By Latest Malil)

The wireless stations of the United
States government along the Pacific
coast have entered upon their share
of experimental work to be conduct-
ed in all parts of the world that is
expected to result in a revolution in
radio-telegraphic communication. With
the greatest scientists of Great Bril-
ain in charge of the experiments,
which will last over a period of at
least one year, it is planned to obtain
a basis for improvements that will
bring about a vast increase in range.

One of the vital questions frequent-
Iy under debate by savants that may
be settled once and for all by the
world-wide investigation is that of the
relation of sun spots to radio cow-
munication. For some time the con-
viction has been growing among sci-
entific men that the sun is the source
of the electro-magnetic waves that
prevent the highest efficiency in aerial
telegraphy.

Seek Cause of Trouble.

The practical working out of the
scheme on this coast to find out just
what causes all the trouble was plac-
ed under the supervision of R. H.
Woolverton, United States radio in-
apector, by William Henry Eccles, an
international authority on wireless.
